KINGs EVIL. 


Tur. King's Evil is a Name given to 


a very grievous and obſtinate Diſeaſe, 


ever ſince Edward the Confeſſor's Time, 
becauſe ſaid to be cured by him and other 


ſucceeding Kings, both of England and 
France. Above ninety-two thouſand Perſons 
are recorded to have been touched for it by 
King Charles the Second only, and with 
what Succeſs is variouſly related, diſputed, 
and believed; all this I leave to others that 
have Time to read Mr. John Brown, (Sur- 
geon to King Charles the Second) his Account 


ol the King's Evil, and a great Number of 
other Writers on the ſame Subject. This 


Diſeaſe is either Hereditary or Accidental ; 
but I find on a cloſe Examination of the 
Sufferers, not one in twenty is without ſome 
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Family Taint. The-loweſt 
Diſorder ſeems to be the Swelling of the 
Upper Lip, without any apparent Cauſe, 
which I look upon as an infallible Sign of 
the Evil in the Habit of Body, though no 
other Appearances. Sometimes both Lips, 


the Noſe, and Cheeks inflame and ſwell, the 
lower Jaw-bones are often troubled with 
Swellings on and about them, and cauſe bad 
and rotten Teeth. Frequent Ulcers on the 
| Gums, and many Swellings under the Ears, 


Jaws, and Chin, and many Parts of the 


Neck and Shoulders, - ſometimes ſmooth, 
moveable, and not diſcoloured, or painful ; at 
other Times come to Sores, break and run 
much for a Length of Time, and are healed 
up with great Difficulty, and often break 


out again, if the Habit of Body is not altered. 


The Eyes are very frequently Scrophulous, 
they looking inflamed, and of a dead reddiſh 
or leaden Colour, (and ſometimes. white 


Specks on or near the Pupil or Sight) which 
generally diſcharge: great Quantities of clear, 


{altiſh, or ſcalding Water, which takes the 
Skin off the Cheeks as it flows down. Often 


{mall running Ulcers at the greater Corners 
of the Eye, which diſcharge a whitiſh thick 


Matter, which glues the Eye-lids . together 
in a Morning, and which are opened with 
Difficulty. When theſe Complaints with- 
fizad the uſual Weihe of ang Bliſter- 
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a long Train of Etceteras, for Months to- 
gether, we may venture to pronounce them 
Scrophulous. What ſome People fancy to 
[ be the St. Anthony's Fire, is oftimes a Species 
of this Diſorder. - Swelling on the Knees and 
Elbows, without Redneſs or Inflammation, 
1 e called White Swellings, and che 
Bones themſelves ſeem enlarged near the 
Joints, ſuch are to be accounted Scrophulous. 
When Sores or Ulcers have been long near 
the Joints or Bones, and will not hea) with 
common Applications, it is a ſhrewed Sign 
the Bones ate foul or catious : In that Caſe 
Pieces of Bone, tharp, ragged, and ſeemingly 
Worm. eaten, and little Pieces like coarſe 
Sand are ſeen on the Plaiſters among the Pus 
or Matter when taken off. When the Griſ- 
tles or Cartilages on the Head of the Bones 
are conſumed, then follows a ſtiff Joint, by 
the Bones growing together; the Muſcles 
under the Hams and the Infide of the El- 
bows, I have often found to have been divid- 
ed by the Knife, by unſkilful Hands, fo that 
f Ie has been rendered uſeleſs. I have met 
with Swellings within-ſide the Throat, and 
the Tonſils greatly tumefied and inflamed, | 
and threatning a Suffocation with no viible 
© Appearances outwardly, This Diſtemper 
may ſhew itfelt like a Leproſy, with a very 
+ thick white Scroff on the Head and elſewhere. 
When the Diſorder falls on the Lungs, then 
beware of a galloping Conſumption, as it is fre- 
4 quently 
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ä quently called, and is too often fatal to young 
People, by not attending to this Diſorder ſo 


ſerupulouſly as they ought. After the Meaſles
